The comics readers of thirty years ago always could 
depend upon getting a great buy for their money when- 
ever they picked up on а copy of Detective Comics. For 
more than two years straight it had: produced some of 
the most exciting adventure stories in the still young 
comics field. In fact, the magazine was the first ever 
to print all brand-new stories, By the time #27 rolled 
around, it was solidly established as a reader's favorite. 


A leading reason for Detective Comics' popularity 
was its regular features. The best known at the time was 
a character called Slam Bradley. Jerry Siegel and Joe 
Shuster, the creators of Superman, were the people be- 
hind the strip originally and the writer-artist team of the 
storyin #27. The tale begins with Slam and his partner 
Shorty Morgan. both private detectives, being run ой 
the side of the road by a hurtling car. Catching up to the 
reckless driver, Slam discovers that he is an escaped 
killer, “Black Jack" Benson. Slam makes short work of 
recapturing the criminal, but the story is just beginning. 
The killer escapes from jail with the aid of an accomp- 
lice-and he is believed to have gone to Switzerland. 
Slam and Shorty follow the trail to a ski resort, where 
they.encounter a ski instructor who seems familiar. Af- 
tera harrowing experience on the slopes, Slam is suspi- 
cious of the instructor. So one night he follows Ше in- 
sttüctór as he skis away from the resort. Slam and 
Shorty oyercome him at a cave, only to be surprised by 
"Black Jack," who turns out to be the ski instructors 
brother. S/am and Shorty are tied to a toboggan and sent 
speeding down a mountain-side toward a chasm. At the 
last instant they fling themselves over and stop their 
flight. After freeing their bonds, they surprise the crimi- 
nals and capture them. Slam Bradley was a very popular 
feature that continued until the late 194075. 

Another strip that was well-received was another Sie; 
gel-Shuster series entitled simply “Spy.” Bart Regan was 
no James Bond, but he always managed to involve him- 
self in some fairly fantastic scheme that threatened our 
national security. In this particular story in issue #27, 
two members of a five-man congressional committee 
suddenly die, apparently of internal injuries. Bart's boss 
suspects murder and sends him to investigate. While 
eating lunch. with a third congressman, .the latter sud- 
denly falls dead, with the same cause of death as the 
other two. Bart quickly rushes the last remaining con- 
gressmen into-a hotel and registers them under false 
names, He then begins to pour over oid committee files. 
While doing so, a hobo breaks jn and forces Bart to give 
him his lunch, which Bart gladly allows him to eat any- 
way. Then the hobo falls dead and Bart realizes that his 
food was poisoned. He races to the congressmen's hotel 


room and searches their food. He discovers a miniature

bomb that had a covering that would dissolve in the 
stomach and explode, killing whomever had taken it. 
Back at his apartment, Bart has two visitors who say 
they have come to question him about the hobo's death. 
He goes with them, expecting to clear himself with 
their superiors, only to find that they are fakes who 
really are working for the man behind the murders. 
However, in a bit of quick thinking, Bart turns the ta- 
bles on his captor and the villain falls victim to his own 
destructive device. Back at headquarters, Bart's boss 
remarks, “You certainly cleaned up that case pronto!”, 
to which Bart merely replies, That's oid stuff bring on 
another case!" Ваг 5 career as "Spy" continued until 
the end of World War II. 


Slam Bradley and Spy, of course, were not the only 
strips in the Detective Comics issues of those days. 
There was also featured Speed Saunders, another ace 
investigator, who in issue #27 solved the Red Crescent 
murders of the “Killers of Kurdistan." Then Buck Mar- 
shall, a Western xange detective, solved the murder of 
a cowboy in "Bullet Bluff." The Crimson Avenger, a 
popular costumed hero in later years, appeared as a 
Shadow-type investigator m his strip. Other minor fill- 
ers completed the issue, Тһе old-timers in the audience 
will remember Cosmo, The Phantom of Disguise. 
Plain Clothes Pete . . Flatfoot Flannigan . . Bruce 
Nelson . . . not to mention the well-done adaptations 
of Sax Rohmer's Dr. Fu Manchu. 


Naturally the main event of Detective Comics #27 
was the first appearance of The Batman. This classic 
firststory is now being featured in the 30th anniversary 
celébration for Batman іп the May Detective Comics. 
Bob Kane and Bill Finger combined to produce a char- 
acter that fit right into the Detective Comics bag but 
changed the entire direction of the magazine and of the 
comics industry itself. Here was a character which oper- 
ated asg detective, solving the murderous crimes of the 
day, as did most of the other features in the book. How- 
ever, there was an added development. The cat (ог 
should 1 say bat?) had the very essence of mystery sur- 
rounding him. With his dark costume and ever-mysteri- 
ous appearances and disappearances, he seemed to per- 
sonify the image of the perfect detective. Comics were 
never the same afterwards. And Detective Comics was 
never the same again, either. The continuing success of 
Batman led to other costumed characters in the maga- 
zine throughout the years: Air Wave, Crimson Avenger, 
Robotman, J'onn J'onzz, Elongated Man. 'Today Batman 
shares what has now become "his" Detective Comics 
with his fellow Bat-characters, Robin the Boy Wonder 
and Batgirl.
